1 ho Advantages of Co-«p oration- 
The H era ld of the 30th con tained a 
brief account of the operations' of th e 
San Gabriel Orange Grove } .saocia- 
‘tion, a corporation organized under 
-the laws of this State, for no snecula- 
ttive purpose, but solely w ith a view 
of securing to its members hom es in 
the genla'. climato of Los Angeles 
county. 
There are thousands < f families in 
the eastern States who se oyes are 
tur ned longingly to this land of riclx 
F.-oducts and luxurious fruits, who 
yet, from economical reas >ns, are pre­ 
vented from casting their lot among 
us, und there are many hero In our 
city and surrounding villages who 
have not secured land of their own. 
It is the attention of these two classes 
that we wish to direct to the advant­ 
ages of co-operation, and tl xe flattering 
success of such cnterprizes in .South­ 
ern California leads us to iciievc that 
intending settlers only need to know 
these advantages, and to understand 
how easily such associations are organ­ 
ized and conducted, to avail them ­ 
selves of their benefits. 
In the first place, it ought to be un­ 
derstood that the settler needs ncftucli 
amount of land here, as in the Missis­ 
sippi States. The variety and rich­ 
ness of our products are such that an 
industrious man can do as well or hot­ 
ter with twenty, or at most forty acres 
of land here, as on one hundred and 
sixty in Kansas or Iowa. In the cul­ 
ture of the grape, the semi-tropical 
fruits, and nuts, tobacco,in bee-raising, 
und numerous other industries that 
are known to be remunerative, only a 
small area of land is required. The 
occupant while making a living for his 
family, can at the same time be laying 
the foundation for a future compe­ 
tence, by planting out and earing for 
his trees, which after a few years' 
growth will return him a comfortable 
income. 
In getting here, securing land, a d 
making improvements, the single 
family moots with many difficulties, 
the more so that they are strangers. 
Rut if several families combine their 
energies these dilldeulties vanish toa 
great extent It is sometimes trouble­ 
some to find a small tract of land, 
suitable for the purposes of the settler, 
and supplied with water, at a price 
within reach, but thero are always 
large tracts that can be bought to ad­ 
vantage. By a combination of capi­ 
tal these tracts can be bought and 
water for irrigation supplied. The 
Kan Gabriel Association secured 3,933 
acres of valuable land for $20,000; 
water can be brought on the ground at 
*10,000 more, making a lot of nearly 
forty acres cost only $330. Similar 
lots, situated by themselves, and 
bought, as they could be found, will 
cost all the way from $1,000 to $2,300. 
In buying materials for making im­ 
provements, the advantage is also 
largely with the Association, as it 
can buy in large quantities from first 
hands, saving the profits of retailers 
und the time required to hunt up sup­ 
plies in small quantities. In the pur­ 
chase of trees and plants especially, 
a large saving may be made, and im­ 
migrants from the east, can greatly 
reduce the cost of getting hereb y act­ 
ing in concert, and having an agent to 
make a contract witli the transporta­ 
tion companies. 


Newspaper Jealousy. 
The narrow and mistaken policy 
which seeks to build up one’s own local­ 
ity by a systematic misrepresentation 
of all others, and which the Kan Ber- 
unrdino Guardian so forcibly rebukes 
in its article copied in our columns 
yesterday, finds a fit champion in the 
Kan Diego Union. That paper, in its 
issue of the 31st, ostentatiously advi­ 
ses its subscribers to mail their papers 
to the East as a means of disseminating 
information concerning San Diego. 
An examination of that copy of the 
Union, does not bring to light one 
single item in reference to the attrac­ 
tions and resources, undeniably great, 
of Kan Diego city and county, but does 
reveal at least two columns of mis­ 
representations about Los Angeles, full 
of illiberal spite, and untruthful de­ 
traction. Does it never occur to the 
Union that belittling Los Angeles, or 
Santa Barbara, or San Bernardino, is 
a positive injury to all Southern Cali­ 
fornia. Eastern people, reading about 
this country, are apt to class it as a 
whole, nnd are inclined to discount 
what to them seems the extravagant 
stories of our resources. If they find 
it a constant practice of the papers 
hereto slander every part of the State 
except their own little district, may 
they not justly conclude that wo are 
ail a set of liars together, and decline 
to believe anything we may say about 
the country? We are free to confess 
that San Diego possesses a better har­ 
bor than ours now is, but we believe 
that by proper management our port 
can be made all right. The Union 
quotes the Erpreaa to provo this Is not 
the case, but has not the candor to ad­ 
mit that the latter paper is the organ 
of a monopoly, interested In perpetuat­ 
ing the tax upo a wur «ommeree, and 


struggling to defeat every attempt to 
throw it oiT. 
We are quite willing to acknwledge 
that San Diego is a growing city, 
whoso future is full of promise, beset 
with some disadvantages, but nothing 
that the enterprise of its citizens can­ 
not overcome. We hope to live to see 
the day that it will be a large and 
flourishing place, a credit to Cali­ 
fornia, and a center of wealth and pop­ 
ulation. We aro happy to say that 
Santa Barbara is a beautiful and 
healthful town, delightful alike to the 
invalid, and the robust man of busi­ 
ness; that its future is assured, and its 
citizens worthy of the prosperity they 
have acheived. We have moro than 
oiiee called attention to the rich val­ 
ley of San Bernardino, and exulted in 
the unrivalled attractions of its fertile 
soil and productive mines, and we 
believe that there is room in this mag­ 
nificent land of ours, for all these, and 
a dozen more cities to grow to opu­ 
lence. Admitting all this, and gladly 
publishing it to the world, we do not 
see that Los Angeles is injured there­ 
by. 
The prosperity of the whole 
country is her prosperity, and she can­ 
not expect to flourish unless the coun­ 
try all around her is built up and de­ 
veloped. We do not believe that the 
advancement of this city or of the 
country will be hastened by telling 
liesabout, or by concealing the truth; 
hence we have not hesitated to call at­ 
tention to the defects that exist, and 
urge their removal. If the entire 
press of Southern California will join 
us in this labor, and east aside their 
petty local jenlousies that cannot en­ 
dure the improvement of a neighbor, 
wo are certain that the general good 
will be greatly advanced.

Judge Widney's Report. 
The report made by Judge Widney 
to the Chamber of Commerce Tuesday 
night was received so late that we had 
no time to examine or comment upon 
it. The report takes a very hopeful 
view of the progress of the work on 
the breakwater, and requests our Sen­ 
ators and representatives in Congress 
to petition for a survey of the Wil­ 
mington Slough, with a view to its 
improvement in the manner indicated 
in the report. 
We have pointed out heretofore the 
improbability of securing at an 
early day a sufficient appropriation to 
perform sucha work, and as the rail­ 
road can be extended to Rattlesnake 
island much more cheaply than the 
channel can be deepened to the present 
terminus of the railroad, we do not see 
why the commerce of Los Angeles 
should be compelled to wait until Con- 
giess can be induced to furnish the 
money. 
The railroad was heavily subsidized 
for the express purpose of getting ac­ 
cess to deep water, and we see no good 
reason why the people should be taxed 
$130,000 a year for lighterage until 
government can be induced to step in 
and try the experiment of bringing the 
deep water to the raihoad. 


The organization of such companies 
is simple. All that is required is to 
agree to articles of association, setting 
fortli the object of the corporation, its 
place of business, capital stock, num­ 
ber of shares, the names of officers, 
etc., and flic the same with the Secre­ 
tary of State. The organization is 
then able to proceed. It can buy land, 
make improvements, and in general 
carry out the objects for which it was 
formed. When it is no longer of use, 
the association can be dissolved by its 
members, and its affairs wound up. 
Such organizations have been found 
very beneficial, and we doubt not that 
they will be largely employed in 
taking up and improving the lands of 
Southern California. Several are now 
in successful operation, with results 
that are thus far most encouraging. 
There is nothing in them of the com­ 
munistic principle, so distasteful to 
the average American, but are simply 
a business organization for the pur­ 
pose of utilizing the scattered forces 
of individuals. The property after 
being secured by the association, is 
transferred to the individual members. 
They may trade with it or let it aioue, 
as they choose, and if any share-bold­ 
er should not care to locate on the 
lands selected by the association, 
there can be no trouble in disposing 
of his interest.

Report on Irrigation. 


Capt. Moore, to whom the subject of 
improving ou 
system of Irrigation 
was referred by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, has submitted the report print­ 
ed below: 
In order to increase the area of irri­ 
gation and to improve lands now 
worthless for want of water, it will re­ 
quire a well-considered and general 
E 
lan of improvements, embracing the 
uilding of dams, creation of reser­ 
voirs, and the construction of zanjas 
or ditches of masonry or by fiuming. 
To carry out this plan it will be ne­ 
cessary for tho city to borrow a large 
amount of money, and tho May and 
manner in which it will be paid will 
require careful consideration as M’ell 
as legislation. 
N ot less than one 
hundred thousand dollars will bo re­ 
quired in order to commence this 
work, and a much larger sum will 
have to be expended before the works 
are properly completed. This money 
M’ill have to be borrowed for a long 
term of years, and In its payment it 
should be so arranged that parties 
should pay according to the benefits 
received 
from 
the 
improvements 
made. 
There is at this time about 5,000 
acres of land irrigated from the Los 
Angeles river. 
If tire ditches which 
convey 
the water 
to 
the points 
of distribution M’ere properly made at 
least double the area now under culti­ 
vation could be irrigated. 
It costs about one dollar an acre to 
buy water to irrigate ground during 
the summer season, and all the money 
collected, amounting to some four or 
five thousand dollars, is used in keep­ 
ing the ditches in order, and in paying 
zanjeros. If the ditches M’ere proper­ 
ly made there would be no sand or 
sediment in them to be removed, aud 
no grass nor weeds would grow’ in them 
to impede the flow of the M-ater. 
The sand and sediment which are 
now thrown out of the ditches, ma­ 
king in places unseemly and incon­ 
venient banks, would be deposited 
over the surface of the ground, and 
would add to the fertility of the soil. 
The M-uter from the direction of the 
Woolen Mill should irrigate all the 
land to the west of Main street, and 
zanja No. 8 should be done aM’a y with 
to the west of Main street, and should 
be given more fall to the east of that 
street, where it runs along the face of 
the bank, so that it would deposit no 
sediment. 
_ 
• 
The construction of ditches and the 
utilizing of the M ater M inch M’e now 
have, is the first thing to be considered, 
but it is of no more importance 
than the storing of water In reser­ 
voirs during the M’inter months for the 
purpose of irrigation in the dry season. 
On the west side of the river an area 
of 500acres m ight be covered by wa­ 
ter, with an average depth qf 40 ieet, 
if this amount of storage capacity M'as 
needed. 
On the east side of the river, 
there are equal facilities for reservoirs, 
as regards ground, and greater facili­ 
ties and Mater for filling them. The 
grounds for the proposed reservoirs Are 
peculiarly adapted to the purpose. 
The places M'here the dams w ill be 
constructed being comparatively nar­ 
row gorges through the hills, and the 
reservoirs would extend back, widen­ 
ing out into broad sheets of Mater sur­ 
rounded by steep hills. Such a large 
area M’ould not be needed for storagé, 
as the capacity of the river would not 
be able to fill them up in a year. 
A reservoir of one hundred acres, 
with an average depth of 40 feet, would 
hold 174,240,000 cubic feet of water. 
This would cover an area of 8,000 acres, 
six inches deep, with water. It would 
require a ditch sufficiently large to 
discharge the entire waters of the Los 
Angeles river six months to fill a re­ 
servoir of 100 acres with an average 
depth of 40 feet. On the east side of 
the river reservoirs m ight be con­ 
structed at lower levels than upon the 
western side. This would give addi­ 
tional water from the river, as the 
ditch leading to the reservoir can be 
taken out below’ the ditch supplying 
the reservoir on the western side. The 
ditch on the eastern side would have 
tho advantage of all the gathering 
ground between it and the mountains, 
including the Arroyo Seco and other 
streams flowing into the river. 
The amount of water stored will de­ 
pend upon the size of the ditches lead­ 
ing into them. They should be made 
large enough to carry a large body of 
water during heavy rains, as the waters 
of the river, although constant, are 
limited, and only large accumulations 
can be made by taking advantage of 
the rainy season. 
The distribution ditches from the 
reservoirs will have to be made in a 
most substantial manner, as all the 
accumulated water of eight or nine 
months of the year, m ust be dis­ 
charged in the space of three or four 
months. Nothing but strong masonry 
would withstand the action of such a 
body of water in the main distribu­ 
ting ditches. 
I think that 20,000 acres might be 
irrigated from the reservoirs, and 5,000 
acres more could be added by properly 
constructed ditches through the or­ 
chards and vineyards now cultivated. 
This Is an important matter, partic­ 
ularly when we know that without 
some general plan of improvement 
the area of irrigation cannot be ex­ 
tended beyond its present limits with­ 
out ruining the property which now 
cxistSt 
The land which would be brought 
under cultivation by these improve­ 
ments is now comparatively valueless, 
as far as productiveness is concerned; 
yet the soil is of the best quality, and 
would soon be worth from' one to two 
hundred dollars per acre if assured of 
an abundant supply of water. 
In carrying out tnese plans, a careful 
examination and survek of the country 
must be had, so that whatever is to be 
done, shall be done in the right place 
and shall be a part of a general plan. 
These works can be carried on from 
ear to year, until water enough will 
e stored to irrigate the valley from 
the mountains to the sea.

will start. Don Juan is the favorite 
in the pools. 
The second race is a half mile dash, 
free to all except Irene Harding, for 
a purse of $50, catch M’eights. 
Dia­ 
mond Nose, Bay Jim , aud Captain 
Jack, are entered for this race. Dia­ 
mond Nose being the favorite in tlie 
pools. 
Quite a large number of pools have 
been sold. 
The second day’s programme con­ 
sists of a running dash of one mile for 
which several entrances have been 
made, and a race for two-year olds, 
one mile and repeat. 
The managers are doing their best 
to mnke these races attractive, and 
from the character of the men Mho 
have it in hand, the public can rely on 
every tiling being M’e ll managed. The 
grounds are in fine condition, the 
weather promises to lie good, the 
horses are lively goers, aud everything 
looks promising.
